Stum- 
blebum — the word of football 
coaches for the earnest huskies' 
who can’t advance the ball— 
seems to describe the effort of 
the early months. 
Perhaps the initial stumblebum 
technique was the most subtle of 
this ether war. By it the Brit­ 
ish made allowances, better than 
anyone else, for the American 
suspicion of propaganda hangover 
from the first World war. 
To the British mikes there was 
a parade of intellectual authori­ 
ties in the tradition of better­ 
ment of the people. Ox ford pro­ 
fessors on international law and 
economics. 
Retired army offi- 
cers on Buddhist heirarchy in 
Tibet. Geography of Trinidad and 
Cyprus. 
One day came Walter Citrine, 
trade union leader, to begin with: 
“Well, I don’t suppose anybody 
wants to bother about the history 
of trade unionism 
.” 
Up to invasion of Norway, the 
propaganda 
of optimism 
w a s 
carried on. 
Only the day before 
the Germans stole Norway, the 
short waves contrasted activity 
of British warships with conduct 
of the German navy. 
The battle of France changed 
things. 
BBC inaugurated thrice 
weekly, afterw ard daily, talk— 
Britain speaks—aimed ostensibly 
a t North America, and directed 
to U. S. listeners. 
The rise and 
nature of this propaganda is trac­ 
ed in the public opinion weekly, 
Pinceton university. 
Canadian announcers were bor­ 
rowed to broadcast in American 
style. 
(The Germans had bor­ 
rowed Americans for a similar 
purpose.) 
The voices of novel­ 
ists, playwrights, actors, a tax i 
driver and a weaver (both of the 
latter veteran broadcasters) went 
on the BBC waves. 
From then on London was as 
clever as Berlin! but its style for 
America was m o r e apparently 
frank. Contrast the opening talk 
on Lord Haw-Haw to Britain with 
Vernon B artlett, journalist, inau­ 
gurating "Britain Speaks.” 
Haw-Haw said: “I may sound 
to you like a traitor, but hear me 
out.” 
B artlett began: “But of course 
I’m a propagandist. 
Who isn’t? 
Passionately I w ant my ideas— 
our ideas—of freedom and jus­ 
tice to survive.”

Lamb chops are party fare, and 
since February offers at least three 
dates worth celebrating with a 
party, you’ll probably 
want 
to 
serve lamb chops sometime dur­ 
ing the month. 
And lamb chops 
are so good that they deserve to 
be cooked in the right way, to 
make sure that they will be as 
tender and fine in flavor as they 
can be. 
Chops are cut from the rib and 
the loin section? of lamb, also 
from the shoulder. Rib chops con­ 
tain the rib bones and the cross- 
section of the “ eye” muscle. 
The 
m eat may be scraped from the 
end of each rib, which can be dec­ 
orated with a paper frill before 
serving. 
Think Chops Desirable 
Loin chops are somewhat larger 
than those from the rib section. 
If cut thick, one chop will be suf 
ficient for each 
person 
to be 
served. They are best when from 
three-quarters to one inch or more 
thick. 
These chops have a T- 
shaped bone and are cut across 
one large muscle and the tender­ 
loin muscle. 
The largest lamb chops are those 
cut double thickness across the 
Undivided loin. 
The bones are re­ 
moved and the flank ends may 
be wrapped around half a lamb 
kiflney. 
Or the kidney may be 
cooked separately and placed on 
top of the broiled chop. 
Broiled or Panbroiled 
A ll lamb chops are best cooked 
by broiling or panbroiling. 
They 
should be cooked slowly until they 
are nicely browned on the outside 
and well-done within. 
There is great variety in menus 
based upon lamb chops. Delicately 
flavored vegetables and all fruits 
combine well with lamb, which is 
one of the reasons for its popular­ 
ity for company meals. 
Broiled Lamb Chops 
Select 
rib, 
loin 
or 
shoulder 
chops. 
Have the regulator set 
for broiling. 
Place the chops so 
that there is a distance of about 
three inches between the top of 
the chops and the source of the 
heat if broiling two-inch chops or 
two inches if chops are one inch 
thick. 
If the distance must be 
less, reduce the heat accordingly 
so that the chops w ill broil at a 
moderate temperature. 
When the 
chops are browned on one side, 
season, turn and finish the cook­ 
ing on the other side. 
Chops cut 
one inch thick require twelve to 
fifteen minutes..

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 —Each 
day over the ether from Tokyo, 
Rome and Berlin comes the only 
good fiction this war has so far 
produced—the Axis propaganda 
broadcasts. Where in American 
prose, for instance, is there 
match for this sq ueaky mouse­ 
like news broadcast by Tokyo: 
“In a special message written 
for the benefit of his countrymen, 
an officer of the U. ST Army who 
was captured by Imperial forces 
in the fierce battle of Kavangas 
Bay declared: ‘Surrender com­ 
rades of the American army . 
and . . . the U. S. is wish to beg 
to pray for a free peace between 
the U. S. and Japan’.” 
The U. S. Army here is wish 
to know whereinhell the Japs 
found an American who addresses 
tfoops as: “Comrades.” 


But probably the best thing 
Tokyo has ever done in a literary 
way was its announcement that 
Columbus did not discover Amer­ 
ica . . . the Japs did! 
“The cultural organizations of 
the American continent is proved 
to have been created by the Asi­ 
atic race,” the Japanese have an­ 
nounced. “It is said that Colum­ 
bus discovered America but it 
was not discovered FOR THE 
FIRST TIME by him. His w: - the 
first time a European discovered 
the American continent.” People 
“of 
Japanese 
race” 
advanced 
along the shore of Alaska and 
North America “as far as the 
coastline of Peru.” 
The same comentator also of­ 
fered an eq ually puzzling and 
dim alteration in the history of 
the American revolution by say­ 
ing flatly this rebellion against 
England was "planned by Jews 
and 
British 
pirates” 
(which 
should be enough to make George 
Washington turn 
over in his 
grave, even at this late date.) 
♦ • * 
Italy, too, has newly discov­ 
ered “the Jewish issue.” Its com­ 
m entator tripped around the an­ 
cient Italian lineage of Fiorello 
La Guardia by announcing he has 
“little Italian blood, and 
the 
SOUL of a Jew.” 
Rome hews strangely to the 
line t#at Americans are “dumb, 
silly, foolish” and declares that 
the collective 
naivete 
of the 
Americans “is greater than their 
individual simplicity.” 
Mipd you all this stuff is pre­ 
pared for American consumption 
exclusively, and represents the 
Axis effort to destroy American 
morale. If you can think of any­ 
thing less cleverly designed for 
that purpose than the Jap claims 
that they are our cultural for­ 
bears and the Italian denuncia­ 
tion of us as stupid, you no doubt 
could sell it to Tokyo and Rome.

Japanese lines and restored to his 
family. All the time, the sultan 
had been fighting with the British 
in Singapore where he was re­ 
cently 
interviewed and 
photo­ 
graphed by American correspond­ 
ents. 
The Nazis like this “mystery” 
method. They announced America 
had a miracle weapon, “the mini­ 
ature airship.” They even had 
the type number “K-3” and said 
100,000 would be built in a year. 
A few days later they announced 
the United States had hoaxed the 
world about that ship, that there 
was no such ship—as indeed there 
wasn’t. They only failed to say 
that they concocted the straw ship 
in order to destroy it. 
Another all-too-obvious German 
trick is to ascribe the rawest of 
its fictions to remote towns, as 
in this: 
“Stavanger, Norway: The Japa­ 
nese Times and Advertiser in 
Tokyo reports today that Admiral 
Kimmel and General Short have 
been sentenced 
to death” for 
Pearl Harbor. 
Thus Berlin broadcasts a dis­ 
patch from Norway of what a 
newspaper in Tokyo is supposed 
to know about what happened in 
Washington, whereas everyone in 
the U. S. knew both Kimmel and 
Short had not even been court- 
martialed. 
•

* 
The Axis nations have a law in­ 
flicting heavy penalties, some­ 
times death, for listening to for­ 
eign broadcasts. They are afraid. 
This country should have a law 
req uiring citizens to listen to the 
Axis broadcasts. Nothing could 
better preserve for us that eq ui­ 
librium of national good humor 
and amusement—and at the same 
time make us want to fight.

“ Then gradually the transformation to a de­ 
mocracy takes place; beginning about the great 
phase of literature in Greece, Rome, and Modern 
Europe. During this time—of about four centuries 
—wealth—that is, the accumulated capital of 
facilities—continues to increase. When democracy 
has attained full power, the majority without 
capital necessarily eat up the capital of the 
minority, and the civ ilisation steadily decays, 
until the inferior population is swept away tc 
make room for a fitter people. The consumption 
of all the resources of the Roman empire, from 
the second century when democracy was domi­ 
nant, until the Gothic kingdom arose on its ruin, 
is the best-known example in detail. Such is the 
regular connection of the forms of gov ernment, 
or the relations of classes, which is inherent in 
the conditions of the rev olutions of civ ilisation.” 
The abov e description of democracy seems to 
be describing what is taking place in the United 
States and England—pensions, minimum wages, 
social security are all eating up the capital of 
the few. It is history repeating itself.

The 
foreign ministers of the Western 
Hemisphere

heads of Peru and Ecuador to­ 
gether until at long last they 
promised to settle their century 
old boundary dispute, thus ending 
aggression in the Americas. 
Moonlight played on the palm 
trees outside. White swans glided 
in the ancient reflecting pool of

But 
Pan 
American 
diplomats, 
dog-tired, 
cared naught about moon, swans 
or palm trees, as they waited 
for the translators to whip the 
Peruv ian-Ecuadorian treaty into 
Spanish, English and Portuguese 
Only man still exuding v iv a­ 
ciousness was Brazil’s indefatig­ 
able Foreign Minister Oswaldo 
Aranha. While waiting, he ex­ 
pounded to his colleagues on the 
ev ils of Hitler. 
“ Hitler,” 
said 
Aranha, 
“ has 
started two things which he will 
liv e to regret. One is his persecu 
tion of the J ews. That will come 
back to haunt Germany for years. 
“ The other is forcing the United 
States to become a great military 
nation. Before Hitler, the United 
States was one of the least mili­ 
taristic countries in the world. It 
did not want to arm. But now 
that it is armed, its people will 
not permit it to be caught nap­ 
ping again. So it will suffer all 
the ev ils of militarism.” 
“ But, Dr. Aranha,” interrupted 
Sumner Welles with a twinkle in 
his eye, "Brazil will suffer from 
the same ev ils; for all that we 
hav e in the way of military sup­ 
plies Brazil will hav e also. We 
intend to send you tanks, air­ 
planes, artillery until we hav e 
made you the strongest nation 
in South America.” 
“ That remark,” interrupted Ar­ 
gentina’s Foreign Minister Ruiz 
Ginazu, who had refused to break 
relations with the Axis, “ has all 
the earmarks of a dig at the Ar­ 
gentine foreign minister.” 
Replied Welles: “ Yes, it cer­ 
tainly was, Mr. Foreign Minister.” 
Argentina v s. Brazil 
Thus, v iv idly, was illustrated 
the most important thing that 
dev eloped behind the scenes at 
Rio de J aneiro—the determina­ 
tion of the United States to help 
those who help her. 
And 
because 
Brazil 
battled 
ev ery minute for American policy 
at Rio, another important result 
of the conference was that in the 
century-old see-saw between Bra­ 
zil and Argentina, Brazil defi-, 
nitely took the lead in Pan- 
American power politics. 
On the surface, Argentina, once 
the recognized leader of Latin- 


ence to ‘^recommend” instead of 
“ decreeing” a break in Axis rela­ 
tions. But behind the scenes, Ar­ 
gentina suffered a defeat from 
w'hich it will not soon recov er. 
Viv a „ Mexico! 
Clev erest strategy to shov e Ar­ 
gentina into the background was 
ev olv ed by Brazil’s Aranha when 
he actually made Foreign Minis­ 
ter Padilla of Mexico the hero 
of the conference. 
Aranha knew the traditional 
riv alry between Mexico and Ar­ 
gentina for the Spanish-speaking 
leadership of the Western Hemi­ 
sphere. Located at opposite ends 
of the continent, both consider 
themselv es d om i n a n t among 
Spanish -Americans. 
So Aranha, foreign minister of 
a non-Spanish, Portuguese-speak­ 
ing country, planted a claque -ini 
the galleries which, on the first 
day, cheered Mexico’s Padilla to 
the skies. Brazilian newspapers 
did the rest, dntil Padilla, with 
his demands that all nations cut 
their Axis ties immediately, be­ 
came the most famous personage 
in Rio. 
Then, at the last session of the 
conference, 
after all 
the 
set 
speeches were concluded, suddenly; 
the galleries shouted: “ We want 
Mexico!” And they kept it up un­ 
til foreign Minister Padilla went 
to the rostrum. There, he deliv ­ 
ered the most eloquent speech of 
the entire conference, pointing 
his finger at the Argentine and 
Chilean 
delegates 
and calling 
upon them to break with the 
Axis. 
It was beautiful oratory—prob­ 
ably well prepared in adv ance— 
and Mexico was cheered to the 
echo. The entire conference rose 
and applauded. 
Bht Argentine 
Foreign Minister Ruiz Ginazu 
slumped in his seat, his hands 
clenched, not clapping. 
Among the Spanish speaking 
countries, Mexico had stolen the 
show from Argentina.
